THE VICTOR’S CROWN

In the days of the apostle Paul, the famous Isthmian 
games were held every fifth year near Corinth. These 
games were national gatherings, and from far and near 
people came to view them. They were held in an amphi- 
theatre. In the middle of this building was the arena—a 
sanded space where the contests took place, and all around 
were tiers of seats for the onlookers. 

The competitors for these games had to fulfill certain 
requirements. For ten months previous to the date of the 
contest they had to undergo very severe training. They had 
many hardships to endure and much fatigue, and they 
were allowed only certain kinds of food. For the last thirty 
days they were obliged to attend the exercises at the gym- 
nasium. No competitor could enter the lists unless he could 
prove that he had fulfilled all these requirements. Often 
one of the competitors would get his arm broken, or his 
foot thrown out of joint and be obliged to swallow mouth- 
fuls of dust, receive many stripes, and after all his hard- 
ship and trials lose in the race. 

There were many different forms of contests—running, 
wrestling, boxing, etc.—but in each contest there could be 
only one victor. The winner of the contest was crowned 
with a garland of pine leaves, and this prize was very 
much coveted. Perhaps you think that was a very poor re- 
ward, but those men were willing to undergo all the 
months of weary training just to have the chance of win- 
ning it, for the victor was greatly honored, and poets 
would write songs about him. 

Paul wrote to the people of Corinth and told them that 
the Christian life is very much like one of the above- 
mentioned contests. We have to be just as much in earnest 
as those competitors. But we have entered a much grander 
contest, and we are striving for a much better reward. 
They did it to receive a “corruptible crown,” a garland of 
leaves that soon withered away; but we are promised an 
“incorruptible crown,” a crown that will last for ever and 
ever. Only one could win in the Corinthian contest, but in 
the Christian life everyone who runs in the race can win 
and Paul tells us that the Christian life is the happiest life 
one can live. Let us strive to win the victor’s crown.

The home, the school, and the 
church have contributed their part of 
religious instruction to children 
through many centuries. The child’s 
faith is cultivated and grows by hear- 
ing the Word of God first from its 
parents. It is alarming today when 
we think of the children in our own 
Church of God homes who are un- 
saved! Oh, that we may win our 
young people and then teach, train, 
guide, and help them to be skillful in 
God’s Word at home or in any spir- 
itual gathering, so they may be well 
acquainted with God and His power; 
then they will be prepared to meet 
the challenge of this dispensation. 
During Old Testament times, the Jews 
in particular felt this need of child 
training. The fathers and mothers 
taught the Scriptures to their chil- 
dren morning and night.

The experiences 
they have with God while they are 
young will not only influence them all 
their life, but will also establish them 
so they are seldom shaken from these 
truths.

At the close of a go 
pel meeting, he slipped up to the plat 
form to get a better look at th 
preachers. Sankey spied him, call 
him over and talked with him; then 
laying his hand on the red head, lt 
prayed, “God, make this boy a grea 
preacher.” Gypsy Smith says thi 
from that day he was possessed will 
but one desire, and that was to be! 
preacher and soul winner. We kn 
what a powerful witness he becallt 
by reading his life story. 


What can we do to help our youth’ 
This question is being discussed fro 
almost every walk of life. Differet! 
religious organizations are discussilé 
the problem of our youth. There a 
different programs being worked ott 
The devil is putting out attractive at 
vertisments to entice them to sin. I 
many instances the church has failed 
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them. It has tried to attract and hold 
them in service by means other than 
the old time gospel. Some say we need 
recreation. Some churches have bowl- 
ing alleys, supper rooms, socials, etc., 
ghen what we really need is to get 
them to lean on God. 1 John 2:15, 
4ove not the world, neither the 
things that are in the world. If any 
man love the world, the love of 





the Father is not in him.” Many think 
glvation is only for the older ones. 
Once a girl was heard to remark that 
she was sad because of the death of 
her mother; she said she had always 
depended on her mother’s prayers. 
Paul was writing to young Timothy 
in our text, and he tells Timothy to 
be an example of the believers. Paul 
tills him to stir up the gift that is in 
him. How wonderful it would be if we 
could stir up the talent that lies latent 
in our youth! We cannot save our 
children but we can put a holy at- 
mosphere around them which will en- 
courage and strengthen the faith 
which God gives them. Paul said the 
faith first dwelt in Timothy’s grand- 
mother Lois, then in his mother Eu- 
tice, then in Timothy. Timothy’s 
faith was his own personal faith but 
his grandmother and mother caused 
that faith to grow by teaching him 
the Word of God. Faith comes by 
hearing and hearing by the Word of 
God. 


We hear much talk these days about 
juvenile delinquency and really there 
isan alarming amount of it. The root 
of the trouble many times is failure 
to work and train our young people. 
Every person reflects the seed that 
was implanted within his life in his 
youth. We need to take time to under- 
stand our youth, sympathize with 
them, advise them.

There must be 
something radically wrong with your 
Preaching and work. There has been 
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only one person added to the church 
in a whole year, and he is only a boy.” 
The pastor was very sad, and said, “I 
feel it all,but God knows I have tried 
to do my duty and trust Him for re- 
sults. I have great hopes for that boy 
—Robert.” Robert Moffat was only a 
boy then; but years later, an aged 
missionary returned to London from 
Africa. His name was spoken with 
reverence. When he went into an as- 
sembly, the people rose; when he 
spoke in public, there was a deep si- 
lence; nobles invited him to their 
home. Robert Moffat had added a 
province to the church and brought 
under the gospel influence the most 
savage of African chiefs. The old min- 
ister has passed on to his reward, but

All the World— 
Every Creature 
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A World-wide Mission

While sitting in my living room, the 
inspiration of the Spirit came upon 
me. I began to meditate on the 
Scriptures, and this verse came to me, 
“And he said unto them, Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the gospel 
to every creature,” Mark 16:15. After 
this commission has been given to the 
Church by Jesus, we who have been 
called into the ministerial work have 
a great responsibility upon us, and 
not only the ministers have the re- 
sponsility to see that every creature 
hears the Gospel, but the Church in 
general. “How then shall they call on 
him in whom they have not believed? 
and how shall they. believe in him of 
whom they have not heard? and how 
shall they hear without a preacher? 
And how shail they preach,except they 
be sent? as it is written, How beautiful 
are the feet of them that preach the 
gospel of peace, and bring glad ti- 
dings of gocd things!” Romans 10:14, 
15. Jesus gives the commission again to 
the Church in Matt, 28:19,20, “Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, bap- 
tizing them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost: Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded 
you: and, lo, I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world.” We, 
as ministers, need to qualify ourselves 
to teach the Gospel. Paul said in 2 
Tim. 2:15, “Study to shew thyself ap- 
proved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed, rightly 
dividing the word of truth.” 

It seems that now the Church 
should be able to do the greatest for- 
eign mission work it has ever done. 
I feel as Isaiah when he said fin chap- 
ter 60:9), “Surely the isles shall wait 
for me.” Let us read Isaiah 60: 4,5, 
“Lift up thine eyes round about, and 
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see: all they gather themselves to- 
gether, they come to thee: thy sons 
shall come from far, and thy daugh- 
ters shall be nursed at thy side. Then 
thou shalt see, and flow together, and 
thine heart shall fear, and be en- 
larged; because the abundance of the 
sea shall be converted unto thee, the 
forces of the Gentiles shall come unto 
thee.” “Ask of me, and I shall give 
thee the heathen for thine inheri- 
tance, and the uttermost parts of the 
earth for thy possession,” Psalm 2:8. 
I am sure many of us have had the 
call, but have failed God in our call- 
ing, then we ask God why miracles 
are not performed through us as they 
were when we started in the ministry.

Texts: “I seek not yours, but you,” 
2 Cor. 12:14.

selves to the Lord,” 2 Cor. 8:5. 


As Paul invited the Corinthians 
(1 Cor. 11:1) to follow him as he 
followed Christ, so does he challenge 
every minister of the glorious gospel 
of Christ Jesus to follow his motives, 
plans, purposes, reasons, and aspira- 
tion in preaching to the saint and 
sinner alike. 

If you have noticed carefully, you 
have found two definite declarations 
in the first text—(1) negative, “I seek 
not your’s”; (2) positive, “but you”— 
but I seek you. 

The negative statement is defensive. 
It was made to allay misapprehension 
on the part of that element of the 
Corinthians who had formed the 
opinion that Paul was in the ministry 
“for what he could get out of it.” 
“Self-aggrandizement was his aim, 
and that at the expense of others” no 
doubt was being rumored against him. 

Paul had not robbed; he had taken 
only that which was his. He had not 
made himself burdensome; it was 
only natural and just that he receive 
of them carnal and temporal things 
in return for the spiritual things 
he had given them. Paul was not de- 
fending himself alone. There were 
other ministers whose hands had not 
been tarnished with filthy lucre; yet 
he knew full well there were the 
Nicolaitans, the Diotrepheses, and the 
Judases, who were money-hounds and 
fortune-grabbers. That is the reason 
he condemned greed for filthy lucre, 
love of money, and merchandizers of 
the gospel. 

It is lamentable that there are thou- 
sands of preachers today who fill their 
pulpits and conduct both evangelistic 
and pastoral work from the thought 
of routine profession. It is a trade 
with them. They are in it for the sal- 
ary it affords. The occupation is pure- 
ly mercenary, heartless, spiritless, 
soulless, and passionless. 

But, thank God, there are those 
honest-hearted, Spirit-filled, God- 
called preachers who make preaching 
their first, second, and last aim, 
thought, and delight. Their ministry 
is given unreservedly to the cause, and 
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The Motive of th 


they feel that the divinely ordained ef- 
fect—result—will be “they that preach 
the gospel shall live of the gospel.” 


First, then, a minister of the gospel 
is not to seek a person for a share 
or cut of his bank account. “But,” 
you say, “here we are a struggling 
membership, skimping, saving, beg- 
ging, working, and praying for money 
to build a church, or pay a debt, or 
equip the church and parsonage with 
furniture. Why not touch him up?— 
be especially nice to him?” That is all 
right if you have the interest of his 
soul at heart, first! One thing certain, 
if you are a minister with the right 
motive, the financial concern will be 
secondary. 

Did you ever sit with a minister and 
have him say, “Do you see that busi- 
nesslike man and aristocratic woman 
sitting back there? Well, they are not 
members or Christians, but they give 
ten, twenty-five, and one hundred 
dollars at a clip. We couldn’t get along 
without them.” And did you not think, 
“Well, what a pity it will be if that 
couple goes to hell from this church 
they have invested in without spirit- 
ual returns?” Did you? It should not 
be his offerings first, but his soul! 

The tithing system is the perfect 
and divine financial method of sup- 
porting the church, and any pastor 
who would fail to show gratitude to- 
ward his tithing members or friends 
would be very unworthy of such sup- 
port. However, for a pastor or evan- 
gelist to stage a campaign or do per- 
sonal back-patting or house-to-house 
convassing to get people into the 
church, with the predominant 
thought in mind that they will be 
strong, regular financiers of the 
church, is doing them, as well as the 
church, an injustice. Who knows but 
what they will become so adjusted 
and complacent, because of the recog- 
nition accorded them, that they will 
slip right into hell from the member- 
ship of the church? It should be “I 
seek not your tithes but you,” and you 
here is equivalent to soul. 

Although the modern churches have 
become rich and increased with 
goods, the members and friends know 
that it has been at their expense, and 
thousands have not the least bit of

The last text, “They . . . first gave 
their own selves to the Lord,” 2 Cor. 
8:5. 

What does it mean? It simply means 
that when a person has been won to a 
soul-felt experience and relationship 
with Christ Jesus, God and the 
Church have him and all he is and 
has as long as he lives and keeps his 
soul surrendered to God’s will. He is 
now living. Rom. 12:1, 2, “I beseech 
you therefore, brethren, by the mer- 
cies of God, that ye present your 


bodies a living sacrifice, holy accept- 
able unto God, which is your reason- 
able service. And be not conformed to 
this world: but be ye transformed by 
the renewing of your mind, that ye 
may prove what is that good, and ac- 
ceptable, and perfect, will of God.”

Even though this is not an ordinary 
letter, it bears some characteristics 
of an ordinary letter. First, it must 
be written on good paper. It would be 
out of the question to think of writ- 
ing a good letter on sorry paper. A do- 
better sheet or reform piece of paper 
won’t work. So many are trying to 
change their ways of living these days 
without having a change of heart. 
It takes a change of heart, or the new 
birth, before anyone can have a good 
sheet of paper on which to write. 


Second, the words must be written 
plainly and properly spelled. It would 
also add to its beauty to use good Eng- 
lish in writing. The writer of this 
letter certainly does not want to be 
misunderstood. It is, therefore, neces- 
sary that his life be written according 
to the pattern “shown him in the 


mount.” 


Third, this letter must not have 
any blots or anything in it which 
would detract the attention of the 
reader from the’ message. So let us

The first 
verses of our lesson might seem to be 
saying that we are the epistle of the 
preacher, to be a commendation of 
his apostleship to others, and I think 
that is the substance of these verses, 
but we see we are not just the letter of 
our pastor, but we are the epistle of 
Christ. If we should decide that we 
were not going to care whether we 
wrote a good letter or not, we would 
not only let our preacher down, but 
would let the cause of Christ down. 
The poor old sinner who was looking 
on the pages of our life for a good 
letter to guide him homeward would 
lose his way. Possibly that young 
Christian who was looking toward us 
to lead him into a deeper life with 
God would be influenced in the wrong 
direction. God help us to be written 
with “the Spirit of the living God,” 
and then those who are looking to us 
for guidance will see our good works 
and glorify our Father which is in 
heaven.

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Preaching Is the Declaration of Truth = f= 


Preaching is the proclamation of 
good news, of salvation through man 
to men, as the truth has been revealed 
to men from God, in Christ Jesus. 

We shall use the word “truth” and 
see what we can find among the 
truths of God’s great Word. 

First, truth is exactness; correct- 
ness; that which conforms to facts or 
reality. We believe the Word of God 
to be truth. The Word says in John 5: 
39 to “search the scriptures; for in 
them ye think ye have eternal life: 
and they are they which testify of 
me.” 

There are many today who never 
seem to care what the rules of the 
Church of God are; I mean Church 
of God people. No matter how much, 
how sound, how firmly the Church 
stands, or how much the Bible says in 
its truths against certain things, they 
persist in doing them. Many will say, 
“TI have never seen anything in the 
Bible about Church Minutes.” I won- 
der if we are willing to search the 
Word for its truths. The Word says “ye 
think ye have eternal life,” leaving the 
inference that you don’t have it now, 
and there is a possibility you will 
never get it. We see there is a part for 
us all to do, and that is to search, 
seek, want, and have a desire for. 
Can’t you see Jesus wanted us to seek 
for the truth of God’s Word, that 
part which God has revealed to man 
by Christ Jesus? Solomon said in 
Proverbs 23:10, “Remove not the old 
landmark.” Many will say that we are 
not living in the day of Solomon, we 
are living in a new age with new 
surroundings. Men and women can do 
many things today which people could 
not do in Solomon’s day. I ask you, 
is God a changable God? No, sin is 
still sin in His sight. 

In Malachi 3:6, He says, “I am the 
Lord, and I change not.” At this time 
the world was about to go through 
four hundred years of spiritual dark- 
ness. The Lord wanted the people to 
know He would have some holy people 
who would live true in all ages, some 
who would keep His commandments. 

We find in Romans 7:12 that His 
comandments are holy, just and good. 
In Numbers 16:3, we find all the con- 
gregation was holy whom God had 
brought from Egypt, but we see some 
who wanted to run things their way— 
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church trouble among God’s people; 
we also see God separating the holy 
from the wicked by opening the earth 
and dropping some into the pit, 
(Numbers 16:30). 

Some will say, “I don’t believe in 
turning anyone out of the church.” 
God did. It looks as if God meant to 
have a clean, holy church. He sep- 
arated the good from the wicked, and 
I am sure all who change the princi- 
ples from the truth of the foundation 
upon which the Church of God was 
founded will soon come to a bad end, 
as Dathan and Abiram did. Moses 
said, “Even tomorrow the Lord will 
shew who are his, and who is holy,” 
Numbers 16:5. 

Remember, there is soon coming a 
separating day; the same God is going 
to set His people away from the wick- 
ed forever. Which side are you on? 
Moses told the people of God to get 
from among “these wicked men, and 
touch nothing of theirs, lest ye be 
consumed in all their sins,” Numbers 
16:26. 

We must keep ourselves from the 
sins of this world, else we will be 
consumed with the devil and all un- 
godly men and women when the great 
separation day comes. Too many peo- 
ple don’t want to abide by the Minutes 
and the teachings of the Church; 
they want to live as they please (that 
1s like the devil), dress just like the 
world and go to everything sinful— 
and still remain in the Church. Then 
when some good pastor tries to help 
them pray through and get back in 
favor with God so he won’t have to 
disfellowship them from the Church, 
some half backslidden member, who 
hasn’t felt the Spirit of God in months, 
will say, “I just don’t believe it is 
wrong to wear this or that, or to go 
to that.” It makes no difference what 
you think; God said not to remove 
the old landmarks. We believe the 
men who first started the Church of 
God were filled with the Holy Ghost 
and dedicated to God, and God has 
blessed their work. May we, as Church 
of God people, stay on the foundation 
of truth so that we will continue to 
win the lost, ungodly, dying, judgment 
bound world to Christ and for the 
Church of God until Christ comes or 
calls His chosen ones out. 

Jesus said, “I am the way, the truth, 
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need to grow up spiritually where we 
can carry our part of the load. “Draw 
near to God and He will draw near 
to you.” There is some cross-bearing 
in living close to God, but He has 
promised to go with us alway, even to 
the end of the world, and the joy 
we receive here is only a foretaste of 
the joy that awaits us at the end of 
the way if we overcome.
